HE Rev. E. H. Rosertson, Bible Study Sec- 
BB etary for the United Bible Societies, is con- 
ducting a study on “The Place and Use of the 
Bible in the Life of the Churches.” A recent 
monthly letter describes some of the ways in 
which a renewed use of the Bible is affecting 
evangelism. Here are a few excerpts from that 
letter: 


House Churches 


The church in many parts of the world has 
discovered the technique of the small group as a 
means of influencing those outside. The small 
group has sometimes been the discussion group 
and sometimes the house church or the house 
meeting. It has proved a means of evangelism as 
well as a method of deepening the spiritual life 
of the local church. 


Tell Scotland Movement 


The Church of Scotland has made serious ef- 
forts to become a parish church again and has felt 
its responsibility for all who live in the parish. 
This has led to elders’ meetings, which are for all 
those who live in a specific part of the parish. 
These elders’ meetings sooner or later become 
Bible-study groups, but they insist upon Bible 
study with a difference. In particular they try to 
avoid the academic. ‘The main concern is always 
- to serve the area, and Bible study has to be seen 
in that context. The whole house-church move- 
ment in Scotland began by being firmly related 
to practical service, but it has long since spread 
into evangelism. When you begin by helping your 
neighbor, you soon realize that the greatest help 
you can give to him lies in presenting the Gospel 
in such a way that he will accept what it offers. 


Spiritual Pedigree 


House churches start for various reasons. Some 
reasons are as old as those which led Aquila and 
Priscilla of St. Paul’s day to make their home 
into a church. Devout Christians everywhere 
want to gather and talk about their faith to kin- 
dred souls and to read their Bibles together. 


Sometimes it is simply a matter of trying to weld 
a neighborhood into a community, and this is 
particularly true of suburbs. In many of the sub- 
urbs of Oslo there are today neighborhood groups 
where Christians who live in neighboring streets 
can come together regularly to help construct a 
community in their area. Whatever be the reason 
for the small group, it soon becomes a Bible-study 
group, and guidance is sought. The experience of 
wartime Britain was that many of these groups 
profited from lay leadership. In Amsterdam three 
of the leading scholars of the church have com- 
piled a small booklet of specimen Bible discus- 
sions, showing how ordinary people without a 
theological training can direct a general discus- 
sion of Bible passages. It is appropriately called 
‘According to the Strength of Every Member.” 


Norway Neighborhood Groups 


In Norway the neighborhood groups have been 
particularly good. Mr. Robertson visited one in 
a suburb of Oslo made up entirely of housewives 
and led by one of them. It was not always the 
same leader, and the group met in different 
homes. ‘They went round the neighborhood, and 
whoever was the hostess for the evening would 
lead the Bible study. ‘They met for refreshment 
and general talk about the problems of the neigh- 
borhood and then moved off to another part of 
the room for Bible study. There the passage for 
study was read through, and the leader began by 
referring to the commentary and explained what 
she made of the passage. 

The women had a simple method of marking 
their verses with little signs: an arrow if a verse 
struck them; a question mark if they didn’t under- 
stand it; and a star or a flame if it particularly 
appealed to them. This simple method enabled. 
the least experienced of the group to go through 
the passage and say which verse puzzled her or 
which verse impressed her. They all prepared 
the passage beforehand, and everybody seemed 
to have something to say, even if it was only to 
describe her impressions of the passage. These

AST YEAR the American Bible Society helped the 
Bible Society of India and Ceylon purchase a 
ible van. The first tour took place early this year 
rom January 13 to 28. The team of three covered 
01 miles and distributed 2,776 copies of the Scrip- 
ures—Portions, Testaments and Bibles. As the first 
rip it was highly experimental, and its success was 
ue to the arrangements of the Rev. N. L. Sane and 
o the splendid cooperation of pastors, church mem- 
ers and volunteers. 
- The tour proved that the van is a useful asset in 
he work of the Society and brings the Scriptures 
ithin reach of people in villages who in many in- 
tances have never heard the name of Jesus Christ. 
t has also created an interest among church mem- 
ers in the work of distribution as well as in the work 
f the Bible Society generally. 

A Bible van with books on display is a great attrac- 
ion, and an added feature is the loud-speaker 
hrough which music and addresses may be broad- 
ast. Books carried were in English, Marathi, Hindi, 
ujarati, Kanarese and Urdu. Everywhere the van 
ent the needs for the Word of God and opportu- 
ities to distribute it were tremendous. The people 
ere friendly, and on all occasions authorities were 
ost helpful. 

Sholapur, with a population of 277,000, was the 
rst stop. During the visit a large annual mela was 
being held, and thousands of people were in town 
or the occasion. Here the Rev. N. L. Sane, Secretary 
of the Sholapur Branch of the Bible Society, sells

Church. He (with volunteers) sold over 1,000 copies 
of the Scripture’in four days. 

The next stop was Osmanabad. Here they were 
met by the Rev. J. Malelu, pastor, a young man of 
eighty-five full of vim, vigor and vitality. In this town 
a Hindu medical doctor who is also a Maharastian 
poet brought out a Marathi Bible, which he had read 
so often that 1t was beyond repair. He was so anxious 
to get a new copy that he bought one and donated 
the used one to the Bible Society. 

Another important village was Bijapur, famous for 
its many monuments and an ancient 
Whispering Gallery. In a large school 
compound the Gospel in song and 
word was presented to 1,000 students. 


Following the Sunday morning serv- 
ice, atwhich time Secretary Rankin and 
Miss R. Dongre gave the messages, the 
worshipers gathered around the Bible 
van for their Scriptures. Bijapur was 
fertile ground. In two and a half days 
650 copies of the Scriptures in Kana- 
rese and Marathi were distributed. All 
Scriptures in India are sold at far be- 
low cost. 


Postscript from Secretary Rankin: 
‘‘We are grateful to all who helped in 
this our first effort with the Bible van, 
and we are confident that many people 
who before did not know anything 
about Jesus Christ now know some- 
thing of His saving power.”

Book,”’ the camera follows the narrator along the 
beautiful canyon country of northeast Arizona, 
ancestral land of the great Navajo tribe. 

From Navajo country the picture takes the viewer 
to a military airfield, pointing up the fact that the 
Bible Society has been the main source of supply for 
Christian Scriptures ever since the first few copies 
were given in 1817. 

From the roar of the jets, the magic of the camera 
suddenly carries the viewer to quiet and peaceful Lake 
Atitlan in Guatemala, colorful and picturesque land 
of Central America. Here is told the story of how the 
Scriptures are being translated for the people of 
this area so that they may fully understand God’s 
message to them. 

‘““Why have you taken so long to bring it to Atitlan?”’ 
is a question that puts all Bible lovers on the spot and

This motion picture then shows 
how the Bible Society is helping 
to make that difference in the 
lives of Congolese boys in the 
Congo, where Protestant missions 
are educating a half million chil- 
dren; where the Christian witness 
is at flood tide; and where violent 
change is taking place as families 
are uprooted and old ties are 
broken.

Brazil has one of the largest 
annual circulations of Scriptures, 
with the Brazil Bible Society 
playing an important part in the 
distribution of God’s Word. And 
yet it is apparent that the great 
increase over the past ten years 
of Scripture circulation through 
churches, missionaries, book stores 
and colporteurs still does not keep 
up with the great demand in this 
land of evangelistic opportunity. 

The cameraman was present to 
get pictures of the recent meeting 
of the United Bible Societies, truly 
an international gathering of ofh- 
cers from nineteen countries. Here 
new directions for the work were 
emphasized, with the accent on

women uncovered the meaning of the passage, and 
itreally spoke to them. They had difficulties, of course, 
but they got far more out of it than they could pos- 
sibly have gotten alone. What they got became their 
own. There are many such groups in Oslo—house- 
wives, men, married couples; youth, student and 
mixed groups. 


East Germany 


In the Soviet Zone of Germany, where, more than 
in most parts of the world, there is a great difficulty 
in persuading men to come to church, the small 
group has sometimes shown a way. In that part of the 
Zone which borders on Czechoslovakia, among the 
mineworkers of the Ertz Mountains, while men would 
not go to church, they would meet in barracks and in 
homes to discuss and study the Bible. ‘There seems to 
be a real awakening in such groups. 

Similar stories have come from those who have 
spent long years in Russian prisoner-of-war camps. 
Men are looking for something, and they are half 
persuaded that they may find it in the Bible. The 
small group gives them the opportunity to ask their 
questions and to share their problems with men like 
themselves. Of course, it is not only manual workers 
who find these groups necessary; the complexities of 
modern life dismay all classes. In France and in Ger- 
many there are growing numbers of groups of intel- 
lectuals who are estranged from the churches but who 
are prepared to seek out those answers which the 
Bible can give to their questions. 

This generation has now rediscovered the intel- 
lectual respectability of the Holy Bible; such men are 
beginning to feel the immense spiritual power of the 
Bible and wish to draw from it. Groups of writers, 
artists, teachers and such-like are meeting more or less 
regularly in many parts of France and Germany. All

hn passed the 100,000 mark in September 1957. 
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Since the beginning of the course more than 500,000 
introductory lessons have been issued to individuals, and 
270,373 persons have been formally enrolled after com- 
pleting the first two units. Of these, 100,193 have now 
completed the course. 

These figures cover seventeen language groups, including 
English. In the Tamil language course 14,620 earned their 
certificates, while in the Malayalam course there were 
11,504. 

“Light of Life’? correspondence courses were begun in 
1948 by Don Hillis, then a missionary of the Evangelical 
Alliance Mission in India. Another course, on the Book of 
Acts, is issued in ten languages. 


or the first time in the history of the Dominican 
Republic an interdenominational “Protestant pa- 
rade” was held on Bible Sunday last November in the 
streets of San Juan. The organizers used “an amplifier 
to announce the significance of the Bible, its purpose, 
statements of its content, what important world figures 
have said about it, and so on. Posters were carried and 
everyone carried a Bible.” 


RGENTINA: Sr. J. Mulder, one of the team of first trainees 
A of the Penzotti Institute, has now started his activity 
in Cordoba, Argentina. Dr. Ivan Nothdurft and Sr. Pérez, 
of the Agency’s headquarters, introduced Sr. Mulder to 
the churches of the area last autumn. Since that time he 
has been working with the laymen of many local churches, 
organizing with them various programs of Scripture dis- 
tribution. The experiments thus made have been most 
encouraging, and more requests for help are being received 
than can be met. y 

Parallel to this development women’s work has been 
organized on a more definite pattern. In Buenos Aires a . 
strong Women’s Auxiliary has been created, which held a 
large meeting for prayer and dedication for all the women 
of the churches on Bible Sunday last December. A council 
of forty and a standing committee have been elected, 
which will prepare and be responsible for the program and 
activities of the Auxiliary. 


iss Elsie Schroeder, missionary on Taiwan, has 

described a recent visit to the mountain tribes, 
where she distributed Japanese and Chinese Bibles. 
She said that the last time she had gone to Spring-Sun, 
laden with books, the children had eyed her first. They 
had made sleighs out of the empty cardboard boxes 
that once contained milk powder for them and came 
down the hillside like a hurricane. The missionary has 
come and brought us the books, they shouted! Trium- 
phantly they marched off with the parcels. ... You may 
not understand a word of their tribal dialect, but the 
beaming faces of these Christian children expressed 
their joy. Miss Schroeder adds that she hopes it will 
soon be possible to provide these people with all of 
the Gospels in their own tongues. 
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April Meeting 6f the Board 


The Board of Managers met at the 
Bible House on Thursday, April 3, 1958, 
President Daniel Burke in the Chair.

The death of the Reverend Doctor 
Abbe Livingston Warnshuis was reported, 
and the following Memorial Minute was 
adopted by a rising vote: ; 


Rev. Dr. ABBE LIvINGsTON 
WARNSHUIS 

The Board of Managers of the 
American Bible Society records, with 
a deep sense of loss, the death on 
March 17, 1958 of the Reverend 
Doctor Abbe Livingston Warnshuis 
in his eighty-first year. 

Dr. Warnshuis’ contact with the 
Bible Society began when, as a 
young missionary in Amoy, China 
from 1900 to 1915, he used to dis- 
tribute on his missionary journeys 
Chinese Gospels published by the 
Societys It was in this period that he 
shared in the revision of the New 
Testament in the Amoy dialect of 
Chinese. After many years of world- 
wide service to the missionary cause, 
the connection was renewed to his 
satisfaction when in 1942 he became 
a member of the Board and the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Agencies and in 
1948 the chairman of the latter. 


Going to China as a missionary of 
the Reformed Church in America in 
1900 even before the Boxer Rebel- 
lion had ended, he served his church 
first in Amoy and then all the 
churches as national evangelistic 
secretary of the China Continuation 
Committee in Shanghai. This was 
followed by twenty-one years as a 
secretary of the International Mis- 
sionary Council representing the 
worldwide missionary interests of the 
Protestant Churches. Two of his out- 
standing services, besides the de- 
velopment of the Council, were his 
initiation of the “Orpnaned Mis- 
sions” program which conserved the 
personnel and work of some 2,500 
missionaries cut off from their home 
bases during the last World War, 
and his large participation in the 
formation of the agencies which, af- 
ter the war, became Church World 
Service. Of the latter he was Execu- 
tive Vice President from 1946 to 
1948. 

Inevitably he was the organizer of 
many large conferences and served 
on innumerable committees and 
boards dealing with Christian edu- 
cation, international relations, and 
relief and welfare. His travels were 
extensive; his acquaintance and cor- 
respondence with leaders of gov- 
ernment and religion were large. 

The son of a Reformed Church 
minister, Dr. Warnshuis not only 
served his church in missionary rela- 
tionship, but was three times vice 
president of the Synod and for the 
last fifteen years its treasurer. 

In the Society’s Committee and 
Board Dr. Warnshuis was a thorough- 
ly informed and wise counselor, prac- 
tical in judgment, alert to the human 
and spiritual factors involved in it, 
and keen on its effective advance. 
His participation in its work will be 
greatly missed. For the inspiration of 
his presence and the service he ren- 
dered, thanks be to God! 

The Board extends to his wife, 
Mrs. Margaret Chambers Warns- 
huis, and to his brothers and sisters 
its deep sympathy.
